Case Study #1 

A thirty-two year old Chinese male began treatment on May 1996. He was 
diagnosed to be infected by AIDS. He often coughed and sneezed, could not sleep, 
and ate little. He was accepted as a patient and put on a daily regimen of 15 grams of 
the medicament of Example 2 orally, divided in three doses. After being treated for two 
months, he felt much better and the symptoms disappeared gradually. One years later, 
an assay of his blood for HIV showed that he was negative for antibodies to HIV.

A thirty-six year old Chinese female was infected by AIDS virus during a surgical 
operation. The total white blood cell count was reduced to be under 2400 and total 
lymphocyte count increased to over 500.
